Historical Summary

Analyst: Houston

The goal of the Department of Agriculture is to guarantee that Idaho agricultural products are of high quality, 
disease-free, and meet federal and state laws, rules and regulations.  The department protects consumers and 
producers from fraud and provides marketing assistance to the industry.  There are eight budgeted programs.   1) 
The Administration program coordinates the accounting, payroll, legal, and personnel functions.   2) Animal 
Industries is responsible for veterinary services, range management,  dairy laboratory and dairy inspection, animal 
laboratory, livestock inspection, egg inspection, and animal waste management.   3) Agricultural Resources 
protects the public health, environment, livestock, and wildlife of the state from possible adverse effects resulting 
from the improper use of pesticides and fertilizers.   4) Plant Industries includes the plant, fertilizer, and seed 
laboratories and programs, noxious weeds, and the Honey Commission.   5) Agricultural Inspections includes the 
Bureau of Shipping Point Inspections, the Bureau of Warehouse Control, the retail potato program, hops 
program, organic foods, and the Bureau of Weights and Measures.  6) The Marketing and Development program 
assists Idaho food producers to increase their profitability by enhancing the marketing opportunities for their 
products.  7) The United States Department of Agriculture Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service Wildlife
Services program operates in Idaho under a memorandum of understanding with the Idaho State Animal Damage 
Control Board.  8) The Sheep Commission provides a comprehensive program involving disease and predator 
control to enable the sheep industry to maintain high production standards and economic returns.

The Soil Conservation Commission is part of the department but is budgeted in a separate appropriation bill.

Pest Deficiency Warrants Plant Industries

Section 22-2019, Idaho Code, authorizes the State Board of Examiners to approve deficiency warrants 
against the General Fund for up to $5 million to control agricultural pest and crop disease outbreaks within 
the state.  ISDA participates in cost-share grasshopper and cricket treatment programs which was picked-up 
by a federal grant for FY 2007.  In addition to pest control programs, the department uses deficiency 
warrants as a funding mechanism for pest survey programs to protect the marketability of Idaho products.
Fiscal year 2007 costs were $76,200 for the exotic pest survey program, which includes the survey for 
Japanese Beetle, Leek Moth, European Pine Shoot Moth, Apple Maggot, Cherry Fruit Fly and other non-
native pests.  This request also includes $21,400 for the cooperative gypsy moth survey and $434,700 for 
the potato cyst nematode emergency.  The total includes $196,300 for personnel costs (overtime & 
temporary staff), $55,700 for operating expenditures (travel and supplies), $3,000 for capital outlay, and 
$277,300 for trustee and benefit payments passed through to landowners. [One-time]

Benefit Costs

Reflects $2,075 per position or a 29% increase in employer-paid health insurance premiums from $7,125 to 
$9,200 per year.  This increase is artificially inflated since the rates have been frozen for the last two years, 
with increases being covered from reserves.  Also includes funding to increase the employer retirement 
contribution rate by .61% of salary (from 10.39% to 11% for regular employees).

In addition, for this agency the Governor 
recommends that the Division of Human Resources (DHR) fee be reduced by 35% for classified positions, 
from 0.615% of gross salary to 0.4%, because it has been granted delegated authority by DHR.

Animal care, labs, and other Animal Industries General Fund programs need additional staff time and 
additional funding.  In particular, the animal cruelty program is taking more staff time to conduct 
investigations, maintain records, and prepare cases for prosecution.  The request is $154,000 in personnel 
costs and $46,000 in operating expenditures from the General Fund.  The livestock disease control fund is in 
decline and additional revenues will also be sought from industry for services as well through proposed 
legislation to raise fees by $200,000.

Plant Industries has not increased their investigator staff since the 1980's. With additional responsibilities 
related to pure seed law, feed and fertilizer, organics, and potato seed laws, the staff is stretched to the point 
that standard regulatory inspections are not being performed at a satisfactory level.  An additional Senior 
Agricultural Investigator would allow Plant Industries the ability to provide greater prevention of outbreaks and 
better compliance.  The Department has the FTP internally for this position from a Reduction in Force (RIF) 
in the Fresh Fruit & Vegetable program because a vacant manager position in Idaho Falls will not be filled.
The request is $34,000 for salary and $16,900 for benefits, $10,200 in operating expenditures for travel and 
supplies, and $28,500 in one-time capital outlay for a vehicle, computer, and office equipment. [$61,100

Marketing and DevelopmentIdaho Rural Partnership Program3.

This decision unit transfers the budget for the Idaho Rural Partnership program from the Department of 
Commerce to the Idaho State Department of Agriculture and replaces some spending authority with General 
Fund support. The request for general funds is $103,000 in personnel costs for the executive director 
position and $22,000 for part-time support staff plus $10,000 in operating expenditures.  The remaining 
spending authority is requested from operating expenditures in the amount of $125,000 from miscellaneous 
revenue and $50,000 in federal grants. This compares to the Department of Commerce budget which had no 
General Fund support for this program and reflects a reduction of $301,200 with $52,000 from federal funds 
and $249,200 from Miscellaneous Revenues.  [Ongoing]

Plant IndustriesEurasian Watermilfoil Eradication5.

The Idaho Legislature granted $4 million to ISDA for initial Eurasian Watermilfoil control in 2006 and another 
$4 million in 2007.  This request is for a third installment of one-time funding for the eradication and control of 
Eurasian Watermilfoil in Idaho's lakes and rivers.  The program has treated more than 5,000 acres through 
October 2006 and has an additional $2.8 million in projects lined up for treatment with the remainder to be 
distributed in spring.  ISDA needs an additional installment for the next fiscal year to continue progress.  The 
request includes $176,500 for salaries and benefits, $72,500 for travel and supplies, $123,500 for education 
and outreach, $15,000 for monitoring equipment, and $3,612,400 for trustee and benefit payments to pass-
through to the cooperative weed management areas, tribes, counties, and homeowner associations for 
treatment.  A two-year appropriation is requested. [One-time]

Plant IndustriesInvasive Species Support6.

The Idaho Invasive Species Council was created by Executive Order in 2001.  In 2003, the coordinator 
position was funded and now exists in the department.  This request will add $3,200 in personnel costs to the 
current position, $33,600 for seasonal group positions, $21,700 for travel, $25,000 from the General Fund 
and $40,000 from federal funds for education and outreach, $3,000 for two laptop computers, and $2,600 for 
two liquid crystal display monitors.  This request will allow the implementation of the Aquatic Nuisance 
Species Plan developed by the council which will establish a monitoring system for the Quagga mussel to 
potentially avoid enormous environmental and economic damage. [$5,600 one-time]

Over the years, two species of Gypsy Moth have been detected in northern Idaho, the European and the 
Asian gypsy moth.  Both species are caught using the same traps.  The European moth defoliates and can 
kill hardwood trees, but at high densities will attack  confirs.  The Asian gypsy moth is a more serious threat 
to Idaho because its principal host is larch and is known to kill serveral species of pines and firs in addition to 
hardwoods. Furthermore, unlike female European gypsy moths which are flightless, female Asian gypsy 
moths are capable of flying 20 miles.  As a result, an aggressive detection program is critical.  Presently, the 
Idaho Department of Lands has responsibility for monitoring the area north of the Salmon River, ISDA is 
responsible for the Southwestern part of the state, and the Forest Service provides coverage for the eastern 
part of the state.  In the past, General funds were provided to the Department of Lands in the amount of 
$45,000; however, holdbacks and IDL program cuts left the base amount at $40,000 which was then re-
directed to other programs.  Funding for the ISDA program has traditionally been funded through deficiency 
warrants at a cost of $15,000 to 18,000 per year ($21,300 in FY 2008).  This request would establish a base 
amount in the ISDA for both southwestern and northern Idaho.  ISDA would also take over from IDL, the 
administration of a $22,500 APHIS grant.  The Idaho Department of Lands would then act through a contract 
on behalf of the ISDA to monitor for European and Asian Gypsy moths in northern Idaho.  [Ongoing]
